Bernadotte Ignoring Russian Offer 
to Send Observers. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. T., June 12 
(AP) — Count Folke Bernadotte, 
United Nations mediator for Pal- 


estine, is ignoring Russia’s offer 
to send military observers of the 
four-week truce there. 

A U.N, spokesman said Bérna- 
dotte so advised U.N. headquar- 
ters yesterday from Cairo. The 
count added that he was deter- 
mined to restrict his staff of mili- 
observers to representatives 
of the United States, France and 
Belgium. These countries make 
up the Security Council’s truce 
commission, 

The U.N, also announced that 
‘Bernadotte had abandoned con- 
sideration: of using British. ships 
and planes to transport observers 
around the trouble zone. He is 
awaiting replies to his request to

The. World Bank’s Black Ink 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In the April 28 Post-Dispatch an edi- 
torial appeared which rather surprised 
me, I have only seen it recently as I 
was away during the month of April, 
The gist of the editorial is that as an 
operating institution the International 
Bank is operating in black rather than 
in red figures—a rather reprehensible 
condition since “the bank wasn't or- 
ganized to make a profit; it was or- 
ae to help remake a war-torn 
world.” 


It is not clear whether you are critical 
of us because we have an operating 
profit or because you believe we have 
not made enough questionable loans. 


You are aware, of course, that our in- 
come is derived from the interest on 
the loans we make and interest received 
on investments, As long as this interest 
is paid we have a substantial income: 
as long as we operate as a business in- 
stitution, do not throw away money, 
and the world is not plunged into 
another great war, we should have some 
moderate excess of income over ex- 
penses, 


~ * * 


We try to establish a realistic interest 
rate in line with sound business prac- 
tice and the going rate for money, as 
well as to establish a pattern for private 
capital to follow. We lend only where 
private capital does not see fit to op- 
erate. The rates we charge are far less 
than local borrowing rates and, as I say, 
are based primarily on what we have 
to pay for the money we have to borrow. 


Another part of the editorial states: 
“The International Bank has become as 
timid as the commercial bankers it was 
intended to lead or supplement... It 
hasn’t made loans involving risk or an 
aggressive loan policy, to shaky coun- 
tries that are in desperate need of capi- 
tal.” We sought in vain to find any 
commercial bankers prepared to lend 
last summer $250,000,000 to France, or 
$195,000,000 to Holland, or $12,000,000 to 
Luxembourg, or $40,000,000 to Denmark. 
‘Nor have we had the least competition 
from private bankers in connection with 
our Chilean loan. 


In the long run, we have to raise our 
money before we can lend it, and our 
stockholders who put up their actual su»- 
scriptions wrote the articles of agree- 
ment by which the bank is governed. 
Under these articles of agreement the 
bank, in making a loan, must weigh the 
‘purpose for which the loan is to be 
used, and satisfy itself that the loan is 
within the scope of the purposes of the 
bank; that the proceeds of the loan will 
be used for the reconstruction and de- 
velopment of the productive facilities 
and resources of the country in which 
the loan is to be made; that the project 
to which the proceeds are to be applied 
is technically and economically sound; 
and that the amount, terms and condi- 
tions of the loan are such that there is 
a reasonable prospect that the loan will 
be repaid. 


* * * 


The bank is specifically enjoined by 
its articles of agreement to act pru- 
dently in the interests both of the par- 
ticular member in whose territories the 
loan is to be made and the members 
as a whole. 


Our object is not to “make money” 
but our object is to maintain an inter- 
national banking organization with good 
credit and sound lending policies pre- 
cisely so that it can function effectively. 
We can only do this if we possess the 
funds with which we can exercise our 
imagination for productive projects. 
Thus far we have lent $513,000,000 and 
we have raised $250,000,000 through .the 
sale of our securities. We look forward 
to having similar expressions of in- 
vestors’ confidence in the bank’s securi- 
ties. 

We feel we are making a definite 
contribution to the rebuilding of a “war- 
torn world” and that we will make an 
even greater contribution in the future. 
I believe we can make this contribu- 
tion even though the ink on our books 
may be black rather than red.

ready have proved in the Tennessee valley that 
we know what must be done to avert such dis- 
asters: the. waters must be checked by dams, 
and used for power, for navigation and for re- 


creation. Above all, he said, we must follow

On its face, that is a welcome indorsement of 
the TVA pattern. And Mr. Truman’s denuncia- 
tion of the power lobbyists who have persuaded 


Congress to block “this great vision” might well 


be taken as the opening shot of an intensified 


campaign against selfish and misguided obstruc- . 
tionists. 


Those who have battled through the heat of 
the day and the dark of the night for a Missouri 
Valley Authority cannot help being heartened by 
such support, Yet there were words in the 
speech to give them pause.

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No Straitjacket for Science 
Both the House and Senate bills to set up a 
national science foundation contain many of the 
defects which made it necessary for President 
Truman to veto a similar measure last summer. 


This time, as last, there is no specific require- 
ment that patent rights accruing from the use 
of federal funds be assigned to the public. 
Neither is there any assurance that the funds 
appropriated would not be concentrated in a 
few favored universities. Under these bills, the 
bulk of the funds might very well be assigned 
to the “Ivy League,” whereas emphasis should 
be placed on the development of science through- 
out the nation. Special stress should be placed 
on regions which are undeveloped. 

The bills also appear to direct research along 
lines of military endeavor, which means chiefly 
applied science. Yet it is in pure science that 
America is traditionally weak. We have been 
adept at applied science, but for the pure science 
from which applied science derives we have re- 
lied far too much on Italy, France, Britain and 
Germany. But now the ranks of European scien- 
tists have been decimated by war, and it is nec- 
essary that we assume more of the burden of 
pure science. 

We owe to Europe most of the basic research 
from which supersonic planes, jet propulsion, 
the atomic bomb, radar and synthetic vitamins 
and hormones were derived. Henceforth we will 
need to make more of our own basic discoveries. 

A committee of the Washington Association of 
Scientists is scheduled to testify before the 
House Committee on Foreign and Interstate 
Commerce on the pending bills, urging these and 
other changes. Congress should weigh carefully 
this testimony. 

The decay of scientific investigation in Ger- 
many after Hitler sought to regiment it for mili- 
tary purposes is sufficient argument against try- 
ing to put science in a straitjacket. The National 
Defense Establishment has its own multiple mil- 
lions to spend on scientific discoveries for mili- 
tary purposes without constricting the work of 
the National Science Foundation. 
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The last thing we’d want to do with troubled 
waters in the present state of the world would 
be to pour oil on them too.

The man of the moment in Washington is Re- 


’ publican Representative Frank Fellows of Maine. 


Thanks to him, the prospect that Congress will 
pass a sound bill for the admission of displaced 
persons is greatly improved. The change which 
he has been able to achieve in the basic legisla- 
tive situation is truly remarkable. 

Mr. Fellows’ bill, which the House has now 
passed by the overwhelming vote of 289 to 91, 
is free of the discriminatory restrictions that 
make a snare and a delusion of the Revercomb- 
Wiley DP bill, adopted by the Senate. 

The Fellows bill would not require 50 per cent 
of those admitted to be agricultural workers. It 
soundly recognizes a wide range of skills includ- 
ing those of doctors, dentists, nurses, construc- 
tion workers, garment workers, scientists, teach- 


ers, technicians and others. 


Neither would the Fellows bill require half 
of those admitted to be of Baltic states national- 
ities. This restriction in the Senate bill would 
have the effect of discriminating against Jewish 
DPs and would come close to proposing a policy 
of anti-Semitism. 

Still another respect in which the Fellows bill 
is greatly superior to the Senate measure is in 
its provision for orphans. The Revercomb-Wiley 
bill does not recognize that in the DP camps 
are thousands of children and youths whose par- 
ents were killed by the Nazis or who died as 
labor slaves. The Maine Representative’s bill 


would permit the admission of “unmarried minor 


orphan children” who are DPs. 

The two bills now go to a Senate-House con- 
ference. There is not the slightest question as 
to which the conference should adopt. It should 
approve the Fellows bill and the Senate should 
make certain to pass it before the convention 
recess. Here is the one way the Eightieth Con- 
gress can do something for the homeless unfor- 
tunates of Europe and at the same time aid 


stricken communities in the American Northwest 


and elsewhere which need the help and service 
the DPs are ready to give.

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Two Faces of One Problem in Japan 

Gen. MacArthur’s weakened program for break- 
ing up concentrations of industrial power in 
Japan is disquieting enough in itself. It is much 
more so because it comes at a time when top 
policy makers are talking in terms of ‘an indus- 
trially much stronger Japan than had hitherto 
been contemplated. It seems obvious that if the 
power is restored, it must not be so concen- 
trated that it will be an invitation to war—and 
yet both that restoration and that concentration 
appear to be at present on the books. 

How much of the concentration of power is 
to be left intact can only be guessed at from 
SCAP’s latest pronouncement. Of 325 companies 
designated for reorganization, 50 have been ex- 
empted and 144 others have been told they need 
make no more than minor changes. The New 
York Times says it indicates that “decentraliza- 
tion of Japanese industry will be far less drastic 
than was at first planned.” 

Despite Gen. MacArthur’s assertion that “wise 
and advanced laws” have “safeguarded against 
any reversion to monopolistic control,” the mo- 
nopolists who manufactured Pearl Harbor and 
Iwo Jima, Guadalcanal and Tarawa still seem to 
be largely there. It would be a foolhardy na- 
tion that would turn its back now and trust to 
the existing safeguards. 

If the monopolists who remain could exercise 
only the amount of industrial power recom- 
mended by the Pauley ‘commission, or by the 
State-War-Navy agreement, or by the findings of 
the 11-nation Far Eastern Commission, the haz- 
ard would be limited. 

Administration thinking seems now to be based, 
however, on the report of a group of American 
engineers headed by Clifford Strike and made 
for the Army last fall. This report recommends 
that Japan be freed to use the bulk of its in- 
dustrial capacity, including unlimited output of 
pig iron, steel ingot and steel rolling mills. Keyes 
Beech writes from Tokyo that “in the present 
state of ‘undeclared peace,’ there is every indi- 
cation that Japan will get what it wants.” 

It has always been necessary that concentra- 
tion of power in Japan—political and military 
as well as industrial—should be broken up for 
the sake of the peace of the world. Every bit 
of industrial strength which is permitted to Ja- 
pan in the interest of its self-support will make 
the deconcentration of power that much more 
vital, to insure that it will never be turned 
against our security again.

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O’Mahoney in the Wilderness 


The great industrial organizations which 
operate in the national and international 
field are utterly beyond the power of cities, 
counties and states to regulate them in the 
public interest. Let us make up our 
minds, therefore, that we shall either have 
competition or we shall have a controlled 
economy. From the point of view of tradi- 
tional Americanism, it makes no difference 
whether the control of the economy is exer- 
cised by private or by public power. In 
either event, it will not be a free economy. 


This warning is from Senator OMahoney, who 
has been saying such things for years. His pres- 
ent occasion grows out of the recent Supreme 
Court verdict against the cement industry’s mon- 
opolistic basing point price system. O’Mahoney 
is alarmed because a resolution was immediately 
introduced to investigate the effects of the ver- 
dict, presumably with the idea of passing legis- 
lation to set it aside. 

There is ample reason for such alarm. Con- 
gress has voted to exempt private combinations 
of railroads from the anti-trust laws. It has not 
passed the O’Mahoney-Kefauver bill to plug the 
loophole in the Clayton Act and prevent monop- 
olies attained by mergers. And, like most pre- 
vious Congresses, it has provided only money 
enough to prosecute a small fraction of the anti- 
trust offenses that cry for prosecution. 

This makes the Senator a voice crying in th 
wilderness. But he cries the truth.

Southerners will try for another nominee even though it means sure 
loss of the presidency, Atlanta editor says; thinks four states would 
withhold their electoral votes for him; meanwhile, the civil rights 
squabble becomes unreal as the Negro gains full power to vote.

President Truman blew the leadership of 
the Southern Democrats into the air with 
his message in which he recommended 
specific civil-rights legislation. But even 
as these Southerners whirl about in their 
political tornado, they can see flying along 
with them certain seemingly inescapable 
facts. Chief among these is probable de- 
feat by the Republican nominee and a Con- 
gress committed to even more substantial 
civil-rights legislation. 


If Truman isn’t 
forced out  before- 
hand, at least four 
Southern states prob- 
ably will withhold 
their electoral votes 
from him, Missis- 
sippi, South Carolina, 

Alabama and Vir- 

ginia have gone too 

far to retreat from 

their position, unless 

they find the Repub- 

lican platform even Senator Hill 
more distasteful, as they may. 

Even though it should mean sure na- 
tional defeat, state politicians in the South 
ghoulishly are willing to accept that fact 
and use any means whatever to defeat 
Truman in convention. But should Tru- 
man emerge with the nomination, at least 
half, and perhaps three fourths, of the 
Southern states will reluctantly give him 
their electoral votes. At the moment, they 
don’t believe they will have to do a thing 
so repugnant, Southerners count cynically, 
but none the less heavily, on help from the 
big city Democratic machines in the North. 


Home Fences to Mend 


This same cold political pragmatism is at 
work in an occasional Southern state. Pres- 
ident Truman gave many Southern Sena- 
tors who rather nervously had remained 
“Administration men“ a chance to go 
whooping off the reservation. They, too, 
had their eyes on local politics and were 
not interested in the presidency if support 
of Truman was to prove so unpopular as 
to let greedy and unworthy pigs break 
through political fences at home. 

Alabama offers the best illustration of 
those who dropped the pledge to Truman 
before it fell on their political toes. One 
day, after prayer and meditation, Senator 
Hill suddenly gave the startled Mr. Truman 
the back of his hand and went over to the 
insurgents. 

Senator Sparkman had beaten him to the 
exit by a few weeks. 


Both soon found themselves unhappy 
and soon discovered that the same forces 
which fought Roosevelt in 1940 and 1944 
are again the leaders in fanning the South- 
ern revolt. They are the same forces which 
spent large sums trying to defeat Adminis- 
tration Southern Senators up for re-election 
in 1944, with special emphasis on Hill and 
Claude Pepper. Sparkman and Hill have, 
in effect, joined their enemies. 

Southérn observers know, too, that every 
absentee, corporative landlord is pulling 
strings attached to Southern politicians. 
These strings have had various persons de- 
manding that conferences which have gath- 
ered to push the revolt consider also the 
tidelands oll controversy, which now seems 


to be a grave insult to Southern woman- 
hood and states’ rights. 


The emotions of the Southern Democrats 
were forged in the rebirth of the party, in 
the years of reconstruction and the ex- 
ploitation era of “The New South.” Party 
discipline was, and is, feudal. 


This discipline of feudal loyalty means 
that white men dare not divide at the 
ballot box. Corruption, fraud and unfitted 
candidates all have been tolerated. To do 
otherwise, runs the watchword, is to en- 
danger the white race, to encourage “mon- 
grelization.” The white primary, limiting 


primary voting to white persons, was the 
lock put on the door. 


Defending a Broken Vessel 


The Hydra-headed phrase “social equal- 
ity” is a barrier which frightens and con- 
fuses both races. The average Negro is not 
so much concerned with social equality as 
with political equality. He knows he will 
not really attain his civil rights until he 
can obtain them with the ballot. Today he 
is closer to a free ballot than at any pre- 
vious time since the Civil War. With the 
white primary and the subterfuge varia- 
tion attempted in South Carolina both nul- 
lified, more Negroes will vote this year in 
all the Solid South than ever before. 


In the light of the Supreme Court ruling, 
the blind, clamorous party revolt seems 
curiously out of keeping with the facts of 
life and politics. The Supreme Court has 
already smashed the old political pattern. 
No amount of feudal party loyalty will put 


it back together again. The old status 


quo has had a great fall. 
The free ballot is a surer road toward 


citizenship rights than federal legislation, 


which many Southerners of good will have 
been saying for years as they sought to 
end the poll tax and the white primary. 
But their voices have been largely lost in 
the contests between the all-or-nothing ele- 
ments of both races. 


A Revolt Against Feudalism 


There are thousands in the South who 
want a change in politics and in attitudes. 
At many colleges, students have shaken the 
old political leaders with their views. 
Churches, veterans and many civic or- 
ganizations are denying the old feudal de- 
mands of political loyalty so long unques- 


‘tioned. There is open admiration for sev- 


eral Republican leaders. Perhaps the most 
widely respected member of the United 
States Senate in Southern estimation is 
Michigan’s Arthur H. Vandenberg. 

Wearied of the revolt, long wanting a 
change, thousands of Southerners this year 
will vote the Republican ticket, unless the 
G.O.P. comes bumbling out of Philadelphia 
with another Mark Hanna product. They 
will do so even though grandpa, peering 
down ‘over the ramparts of that Valhalla 
from which the old Confederates watch us 
as we cast our ballots, faints at the sight 
and spills his ectoplasmic julep. 

The revolt really has no place to go. 
The South has.

Between Book Ends 
Puritan Wife of a Zulu King 


ZULU WOMAN: THE STORY OF A MODERN WOM- 
AN'S REBELLION AGAINST YGAMY, by Ne- 
becca Hourwich Reyher. (Columbia University Press, 
New York. 282 pages, $3.00.)

With a minimum of explanatory comment 
Miss Reyher has set down in a simple nar- 
rative the story of Christina, the first wife 
of Solomon, the king of the Zulus, as she 
had it from Christina herself. 

Few women have had to face greater 
tribulation. Missionary reared, Christina 
at 15 was “a Christian puritan in a pagan 
land, a stranger among her own people.” 
Her innocence was, no doubt, a strong ele- 
ment in the attraction that she had for 
the young King but it was hardly an ade- 
quate preparation for living with him. Cus- 
tom required the King to have many wives. 

She accepted this, as she accepted the 
venereal disease with which the monarch 
infected all his wives and maimed and 
killed his children, with an anguished 
stoicism. She was loyal and devoted. She 
tried to make him happy (there is a charm- 
ing glimpse of Solomon pedaling eagerly 
away at the sewing machine, making his 
wives’ petticoats under Christina’s direc- 
tion). She attempted, in so far as etiquette 
would permit her, to steer him through the 
hissing factions of his sullen harem and to 
uphold his power and dignity. But when 
his brutality and, particularly, his neglect, 
convinced her that he no longer cared for 
her, she forced him to grant her a divorce, 

* * * 


It took years to accomplish, years during 
which she was exposed to privations and 
humiliations that few men or women could 
have endured. Her own kinsmen were 
frightened and would not, support her. She 
knew that if she won her suit she would 
lose her children and all means of support. 
There was no precedent to guide her. Di- 
vorce had never been granted except for 
adultery. The King was cunning and ma- 
licious and had made it known that he did 
not wish the divorce to be granted. The 
elders were horrified at her unorthodoxy. 
The terrified judges whined and begged her 
to drop the case. But she kept firmly on 
until she walked out of the kraal a free 
woman, doomed to a life of loneliness and 
poverty, but captain of her own soul. 

The book has implications beyond its 
story. Christina’s misfortunes were only 
part of a larger pat- | 
tern beyond her com- 
prehension. Ostensi- 
bly King of the Zu- 
lus, Solomon was ac- 
tually a factotum of 
the whites. His chief 
function was not to 
foster the welfare of 
his people but to en- 
sure a steady supply 
of labor to the mines. 
The Zulu culture was 
disintegrating and 
the old ways were ir- 
— to here new 
issues. He could not 
have been a true Rebecca Reyher 
King had he wanted to be and his de- 
bauchery and brutality were probably re- 
liefs from the humiliation of his position. 

As so often in reading of primitive peo- 
ple, the lay reader is struck by the stand- 
ards of honesty and decency that prevail 
among them. Standing bravely up to a de- 
moralized group of blacks, with her chief 
enemy as the final court of appeal, Chris- 
tina by sheer moral suasion finally gained 
justice. It’s more than she could have 
done in South Carolina, or New York, or, 
for that matter, in two-thirds of the states 
in our. Union.

House Votes Parity Bill. 

The House passed legislation ex- 
tending until June 30, 1950, with 
modifications, the Government’s 
price support program for farm 
products. 

The bill was drafted by the 
House Agriculture Committee and 
is expected to serve as a substi- 
tute for long-range farm legisla- 
tion pending in the Senate. 

It continues price supports until 
mid-1950 at 90 per cent of parity 
on cotton, wheat, milk, hogs, 
chickens, eggs, potatoes, corn, to- 
bacco, rice and peanuts harvested 
in 1948, and fixes at a minimum 
of 60 per cent of parity the sup- 
port prices on dried beans and 
peas, flax and certain perishable 
commodities. * 

(Parity is a formula designed 
to keep consumer and producer 
prices in balance.) 

The lawmakers want to clear 
the ‘decks for final action next 
week on a draft hill, a housing 
Measure and a wide assortment 
of odds and ends threatening a 
last-minute jam that might force 
their return after the political 
conventions. 

Trade Act Vote. 

The Senate agreed today to vote 
at 4 p.m. Monday on legislation 
to extend the foreign trade agree- 
ments act for one year. This 
means the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram will lapse at least tempora- 
rily at midnight tonight, when the 
existing law will expire. 

Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 
acting Republican leader, asked 
for the agreement to vote Monday. 
He said so many Senators wanted 
to speak that a vote could not be 
reached today. Wherry made the 
request when the Senate took up 
the bill and began debate. Demo- 
crats were out to substitute a bill 
of their own to extend the act for 
three years. 

A tax revision measure, involv- 
ing an estimated $400,000,000, also 
was before the House. It does not 
provide any general reductions, 
but is intended, Representative 
Knutson (Rep.), Minnesota, said, 
“to get the bugs and inequities 
out of the tax statutes.” 

Knutson’s Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has recommended some 81 
changes in the general tax laws 
giving benefits mainly to men in 
the armed services, farmers and 
some corporations. 

However, there was some doubt 
the Senate will have time to act 
on the legislation if it wins House 
approval. 

The social security bill on to- 
day’s calendar would add an esti- 
mated 3,500,000 persons to those 
eligible for old-age insurance. The 
largest groups affected are state 
and local government employes, 
provided the local governments 
approve, and employes of non- 
profit organizations. 

The ultimate fate of Senate- 
passed draft and housing bills, 
meanwhile, may be decided Mon- 
day by the House Republican 
steering committee. 

Both measures are now before 
the Rules Committee and Chair- 
man Leo E. Allen (Rep.), Illinois, 
has asked the steering group to 
decide what bills it wants cleared 
up for House action before ad- 
journment.

OVER LOCAL ENTERPRISES 


Herzog Tells Congress Board Is Not Anxious 
to Move Into New Fields—General Coun- 
sel Asserts Taft-Hartley Act Doesn’t Pro- 
vide for Discretionary Power. 


WASHINGTON, June i2—A split 
between the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board and its general coun- 
sel, Robert N. Denham, on the 
question of how widely it should 
assume jurisdiction over enterx- 
prises primarily local in chara 
ter was brought into the open 
yesterday. 

The board chairman, Paul M. 
Herzog, and Denham, appeared 
before the joint congressional! com- 
mittee on labor management re- 
lations to discuss the point. Under 
the Taft-Hartley Act, the board’s 
general counsel is independent of 
the board, He serves as the prose- 
cuting agency; the board as the 
administrative and quasi-judicial 
agency. 

Denham holds the view that he 
and the board have, and must 
exercise, jurisdiction over almost 
every business, however local in 
character, unless its operations are 
so insignificant as to fall under a 
“de minimus” rule—that is a rule 
that the law will not concern it- 
self with trifling matters. 

Board’s Position. 

Herzog and his fellow board 
members do not question that the 
Taft-Hartley Act gives them broad 
jurisdiction over labor-manage- 
ment disputes which “affect com- 
merce.” They say they could, tech- 
nically, go as far as Denham wants 
to go in extending federal juris- 
diction, but hold that they need 
not do so unless in a particular 
case they decide that this would 
“effectuate the purposes of the 
act.“ at is to say, it is discre- 
tionary with the board whether to 
exercise the jurisdiction that has 
been conferred on it and in many 
cases, although they “affect com- 
merce” the board can decline to 
interject itself. 

This is substantially the theory 
of law held by the old NLRB 
under the Wagner Act, predeces- 
sor of the Taft-Hartley Act. The 
new labor law contains many pro- 
visions which were not in the old 
one—for instance, it defines un- 
fair labor practices by unions, 
which was not in the old law. 
This alone has broadened the ju- 
risdiction of the NLRB because it 
added new purposes to the labor 
law and therefore created more 
situations in which board action 
would “effectuate the purposes of 
the act.” 

For example, there is no ques- 
tion in the minds of Herzog and 
his fellow board members that 
they have and should exercise ju- 
risdiction over the building trades. 
Certain provisions of the new law, 
such as the bar on closed shop 
contracts, jurisdictional strikes 
and secondary boycotts, were 
aimed at practices prevalent in 


become the building trades. Under the 


old law, which did not contain 
these provisions, the board hold- 
ing was that it ought not to inter- 
fere in the building trades, even 
though they did 
merce” because to do so would 
not “effectuate the purposes of 
the act.” 

The new NLRB has not indi- 
cated just where it is going to 
draw the line in assuming juris- 
diction. In April, a majority of 
the board for the first time as- 
serted jurisdiction over local aute- 
mobile dealers. But in May it de- 
clined to accept jurisdiction in the 
case of a chain of Texas retail 
oceries, even though they sold 
products which, like the automo- 
biles, originated in different states 
than the state in which they were 


sold. 

“The problem is far from sim- 
ple,” Herzog told the committee 
“and it will be necessary for us, 
in the absence of further legisla- 
tive guidance, to pick out the line 
on a case-to-case basis. 

“Mr. Denham considers it to be 
his duty to extend the actual as- 
sertion of jurisdiction to certain 
relatively local enterprises which

“The board members are not 
nearly so anxious to move that 
far into new fields. We have dis- 
covered no legal obligation to do 
so. The board members’ determi- 
nation of what will best effectu- 
ate the purposes of the act must 
presumably prevail, unless and 
until Congress or the courts tell 
us we are wrong.” 


I Objects. 

Denham objected strenuously. 
If the board’s determination 
“must prevail,” as rzog had 
said, Denham testifi it would 
be exercising a veto power over 
the decisions of his office, and 
the law made his office indepen- 
dent. 

Referring specifically to the 
Texas chain grocery case, in 
which the board had refused to 
accept jurisdiction, he said that 
if employes of the chain came to 
him with a justified complaint of 
unfair labor practices against the 
employer, he would certainly file 
charges, and expect the board to 
progess the complaint. The 
board’s ruling declining jurisdic- 
tion was on a petition for certifi- 
cation of a union bar 
agent, a matter in which the 
boa-d acts for itself and with 
which the g.neral counsel’s office 
does not deal. 

The general counsel's office, and 
not the board, Denham said, has 
exclusive right to decide what 
complaint cases shall be adjudi- 
cated, and the law does not give 
him discretion to deny the use 
of the act to small business just 
because it is small, he said. 

Cites Court Rulings. 

“The courts have tly 
held,” Denham testified, “that 
jurisdiction under the aff 
commerce limitation is as 
as the commerce power of Con- 


the act does not depend on the 
volume of commerce affected, un- 
less it falls within the de minimis 
category. 

“To deny jurisdiction, when it 
exists in fact, is not justifiable in 
law or otherwise. The tribunals 
of the country must be kept open 
for the little fellow as well as for 
larger industry... 

If Congress does not want him 
to go so far as he thinks the 
existing law requires him to go, 
Denham said, then it ought to give 
some consideration to changing 
the law. The committee chairman, 
Senator Joseph H. Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, asked if Denham had 
any suggestions as to how Con- 
gress might redefine’ “commerce” 
in the law so as to avoid getting 
the board into disputes essentially 
local in character. Denham said 
he did not.

Searching his memory to an- 
swer reporters’ queries. Cochran 
said. the last time he was beaten 
in purely di.trict amateur match 
play golf in St. Louis was in 1940. 
During the war he won 10 straight 
matches in capturing two Metro- 
politan Amateur tournaments. 
These bring his victory string 
to 31.

RUE enough, parents are responsible for the upbringing of 
T their children. They also are responsible for their support, 
for their shélter, food and clothing to say nothing of the 
dentist and physician. And into the bargain they are up against 
atiff competition. 

Home is a quiet place, a restful, peaceful place—we hope— 
and children, adolescent children in particular, want noise, 
activity and excitement. As schools are administered and or- 
ganized today they, too, are quiet places where activity is at a 
minimum and excitement a rarity.

BUT THE STREET, the movies, the stage, the roadhouses. 
In them is plenty of noise, excitement and activity. What chance 
has the quiet home, the abode of hard-working, troubled parents 
against them? It seems to me that instead of blaming, scolding 
and prodding harassed parents, society ought to do something 
toward lesséning the odds against them.
